Before Starting Work.

Tn putting In a system of tile drain -! 
age we must consider the type of the 
soil to be drained as well as the fall 
of the land before wre decide upon 
the size of the tile and the depth it 
is to be placed. 
On a coarse soil, where the object 
of the drainage system is to remove 
the soil water from around the roots 
of the plants, the tile should be laid 
three or four feet deep, but on a 
clay soil, I believe that the tile should 
be laid as shallow' as is consistent 
with the climatic conditions and the 
fall of tile land. 
On clay soils the chief object of 
tile drainage is to remove the surface 
water es rapidly as possible after 
heavy rains before it ruins the grow­ 
ing crops. 
To do this It must have an easy j 
access to the tile and for this reason 
they should not be put down more 
than two or two and a half feet deep. 
On a clay soil it requires longer fu ­ 
tile drainage system to become 
efficient after it is installed, because 
it takes longer for the watercourses 
to form th r ugh the cracks, decayed 
root p a ssa g e aud animal burrows, 
hence avo will secure hotter imme- 
shallow system 
>rt the tile are 


for some of the systems of drainage 
to become efficient in clay soils and 
few' farmers can afford to wait a 
number of years for results. 
x 
On one of our farms the tile drains 
w’ere installed 20 years ago and are 
doing far better w'ork today than they 
did the first ten years they w'ere put 
in. 
These drains wrere put in from 
three to four feet deep and for the 
first few years they did very poor 
service.

A few trips 
over the road will give the operator 
an idea as to the best time to drag. 
Drag at all seasons, but do not drag 
a dry road. 
The slope or crown of an earth road 
should be about one inch to the foot. 
If the crown becomes too high it may 
be reduced by dragging toward the 
ditch instead of from it. 
If the drag 
cuts too much, shorten the hitch and 
change your position on the drag.

There is no phase of the road prob­ 
lem more important than that of main­ 
tenance. The general impression that 
there are certain types of roads that 
are permanent is erroneous. No per­ 
manent road has ever been construct­ 
ed or ever will be, according to the 
road specialists of the United States 
department of agriculture. 
The only 
things about a road that may be con­ 
sidered permanent are the grading, 
culverts and bridges. Roads construct­ 
ed by the most skillful highway engi­ 
neers will soon be destroyed by the 
traffic, frost, rain and wind, unless 
they are properly maintained. But the 
life of these roads may be prolonged 
by systematic maintenance. 
A poor 
road will not only be improved by 
proper maintenance, but may become 
better in time than a good road with­ 
out it. 
The first and last commandment In 
earth road maintenance is to keep the 
surface well drained. To insure good 
drainage the ditches should be kept 
open, all obstructions removed and a 
smooth crown maintained. Except for 
very stony soil the road machine or 
scraper may be used very effectively 
for this work. The machine should be 
U6ed once or twice a year and the 
work should be done when the soil is 
damp so that it will pack and bake 
into a hard crust. Wide and shallow 
side ditches should be maintained with 
sufficient fall and capacity to dispose 
of surface water. 
These ditches can 
in most places be constructed and re­ 
paired with a road machine. 
All vegetable matter such as sods 
and weeds should be kept out of the 
road as they make a spongy surface 
which retains moisture. 
Clods are 
also objectionable for they soon turn 
to dust or mud and for that retLson 
roads should never be worked w’hen 
dry or hard. Boulders or loose stones 
are equally objectionable if a smooth 
surface is to be secured. 
A split-log drag or some similar de­ 
vice ie very useful in maintaining the 
surface after suitable ditches 
and 
cross sections have once been secured. 
This drag can also be used to advan­ 
tage on a gravel road as well as on an 
• aith road. The principle involved in 
dragging is that clays and most heavy 
soils will puddle when wet and set 
very hard when dry. The little atten­ 
tion that the earth road needs must be 
given promptly and at the proper time 
if the best results are to be obtained. 
In dragging roads only a small 
amount of earth is moved, just enough 
to fill the ruts and depressions with a 


drag and not projecting. 
A cutting 
edge should be avoided, as the main 
object in dragging is to smear the 
damp soil into position.

plexed.) 
Answer.—-This is a very poor trans­ 
lation of the text. 
The text should 
read, "Who thought not by robbery to 
be equal with God?” or, as the Diag- 
lott translation has it, “ Who meditat­ 
ed not a usurpation to be Uke God.” 
Our Lord Jesus* course is thus con­ 
trasted with that of Satan, who did 
attempt to usurp God's position and 
honor (Isaiah 14:12-14). 
The Greek 
work "harpagmos” here rendered rob 
bely occurs only once in the New Tes­ 
tament. and has associated with it the 
thought of a snatching away, or un 
lawful acquisition; but the Apostle's 
meaning is exactly reversed in the 
King James 
Version of the 
Bible. 
Even a correct translation, however. 
is meaningless to one who supposes 
that Jesus was His Father. To under­ 
stand this, and many other passages, 
we must recognize Him as "the only 
begotten o f the Father.” 


Q.— In L u ke 11:1 we have an account 
of a disciple asking to be ta u g h t how to 
pray. 
Did our Lord mean the prayer 
He gave to be for all men? 
And w h a t 
is the real meaning in the clause, " T h y 
kingdom come, T h y 
will 
be clone on 
earth as in heaven?” 
(A. M.) 
Answer.—Only disciples were taught 
by our Lord to pray. 
None but these 
desire the kingdom of God. the king 
dom of righteousness. 
God is not the 
Lather of all men, but only of such 
as are begotten by His Spirit. 
The 
prayer “Thy kingdom come. Thy will j 
be done on earth as In heaven" is the ! 
prayer of all true Christians. 
Com­ 
paratively few, however, of those who 
use these words expect such a king­ 
dom upon earth; rather they expect 
all the kingdom in heaven among an­ 
gels. 
In that earthly kingdom all evil 
will be put down and eradicated, and 
during its rule all mankind will be 
brought back from evil conditions to 
those of true happiness, and ultimate­ 
ly God’s will is to be done on earth 
by men as angels do it now’ iii heav­ 
en. 
Full harmony will reign in heav­ 
en and earth; sin will be for ever ban­ 
ished. .

When fall Is here and the price of 
eggs begins to climb upward, with the 
sure prospect of good prices all win­ 
ter; then those who have given but 
little attention to the poultry during 
the rest of the year, will begin to ask 
“how shall I make my hens lay 
through the winter?” 
It is uphill work to take a flock 
of hens that have been poorly cared 
for and are altogether unprepared and 
by caring for them after cold weath­ 
er is already here, get them to laying 
before spring. 
The time to begin preparations for 
a winter egg harvest is the spring, 
and the right start must be made by 
choosing for the parents of your lay­ 
ing flock, only those fowls that are 
strong and healthy and good laying 
stock. 
By this care In selecting the eggs 
from which to hatch your next win­ 
ter’s layers, yen give them heredi­ 
tary tendencies to be good layers and 
good strong constitutions to help them 
develop quickly and enable them to

stand the strain of early and heavy 
laying. 
If this has all been done and the 
little chicks hatched, then winter eggs,

>f food so that the whole body will 
levelop properly.

Bone and muscle must keep ahead 
of the fat but if only fattening food is 
given them they cannot grow bone 
and muscle, so feed them bran and 
cut oats or oatmeal and cut bone as 
well as coarsely ground corn. 
They 
must also have animal food in some 
form. Good sweet beef scraps are all 
right for this, or skim milk will take 
the place of meat. 
Although they should be fed as 
much 
as 
possible to 
hurry their 
growth, they must not be fed enough 
to cause indigestion. 
They must be 
given the habit of eating a great deal 
of food but must also be given a good 
digestion, with which to handle it. 
The ability to assimilate large quan­ 
tities of food is absolutely necessary 
for a heavy layer. 
As an aid in helping them to digest 
their food and in growing muscle, ex­ 
ercise is very important. If they are 
running on range with their mothers 
they will get exercise enough in keep­ 
ing up with lier, but lf they are con­ 
fined in houses or yards then let them 
scratch for the most of their food in 
some light, clean litter or some loose 
earth. 
Keep them 
supplied with fresh 
drinking w ater and chick sized grit. 
Many chicks die or have their di­ 
gestions ruined because they are not 
kept supplied with grit and water. 
They must also be kept free from 
lice. 
No chick can grow when a 
swarm of these pests is drawing the 
life from its little body.

They must not be crowded in a 
I coop. 
Overcrowded chicks will not 
grow well nor keep healthy.

1 must have plenty of fresh air and 
i shade and sunshine both, so that they 
| may choose which they please.

Columbia, Mo., Oct. 
17.—The suc­ 
cessful home storage of apples in a 
f hangeable climate, such as that of 
Missouri, becomes a serious problem 
because of the 
loss 
from 
rotting. 
There are 
certain factors, however, 
under the control of the grower that 
influence greatly the keeping quali­ 
ties of the apples. 
Apples for winter use are usually 
stored in an underground cellar or 
in an outdoor pit. If a cellar is used 
it must be well ventilated and kept 
from freezing. In the fall it is best 
to open the ventilators at night and 
close them during the warmer days. 
Trap all water drains to prevent the 
loss of cold air. If the outdoor pit is 
used, heap up the apples on the sur­ 
face of the ground on a well drained 
spot and cover with straw’. As cold 
weather approaches put a thin layer 
of earth over the straw’. Later thick­ 
en the covering of earth so as to pre- 
\en t freezing. 
For the hest keeping qualities ap­ 
ples should be picked 
as 
soon as 
they are wreli 
colored and before 
they are over-ripe. However, if pick­

Jefferson City, Mo., Oct. I".— An in­ 
fant industry of Missouri, one which, 
year by year, is growing more exten­ 
sive. and to the spreading of which 
there are no limits, is the manufac­ 
turing of lime, a material useful not 
alone in building, but also to chemical 
works, paper mills, sugar factories, 
tanneries and to farmers as a ferti­ 
lizer. 
A bulletin of the bureau of labor 
statistics on the subject given out to­ 
day for publication by Commissioner 
John T. Fitzpatrick states that Mis­ 
souri now holds sixth rank among.all 
states for lime manufacturing, the 
191:; output amounting to 1(51.770 tons 
worth 
$734,009. 
,The 
twenty-seven 
Missouri plants, credited 
with 
this 
amount of lime manufacturing for last 
year, turned out products in that year 
worth about $950,000. 
Included, be­ 
side the lime, were quantities of lime 
stone which the companies quarried 
and shipped out in that shape, or as 
crushed material, to be used for dif­ 
ferent purposes. 
When it comes to the manufactur­ 
ing of lime, which does not include 
cement, a material which was treated 
with in a preceding bulletin of the 
bureau 
of 
labor 
statistics, Greene 
county, for 1913, led all other Mis­ 
souri counties. 
Three plants located 
there produced lime and shipped sur­ 
plus lime stone worth $330,000. 
For 
Ste. Genevieve county four plants re­ 
ported producing lime and shipping, 
surplus lime stone worth nearly $107,- 
000. 
For 
St. 
Louis 
countv. three 
plants had a 1913 production of lime 
and surplus lime stone worth $130,207. 
Among other counties which ranked 
high when it comes to the manufac 
Hiring of lime are Marion, Jackson. 
Pike, Jefferson, Lawrence and Ralls 
counties. 
Lime burning plants arv 
also to be found in St. Glair, Miller 
Dade, Cole, Osage, Franklin, Callaway 
and one or two other counties. 
The bulletin, which was prepared 
by Supervisor of Statistics A. T. Ed­ 
monston, states the 1913 production 
of twenty-seven lime burning plants 
was quite a gain over the production 
of twenty-eight in 1912, when tile out­ 
put was 148.885 tons, worth $721,890. 
Missouri then, like in 1913, he’d sixth 
rank as a lime prodticer among all 
states, 
but 
it 
is closely crowding 
Massachusetts, which state, having 
keen competition from Connecticut. 
New York, Vermont and other com­ 
monwealths close at hand, cannot ex­ 
tend its market beyond its own bor­ 
ders. 
When it comes to Missouri, which 
already has an annual output twice 
that of Illinois, with Iowa, Arkansas, 
Kentucky', Oklahoma and other states 
to the south and west, depending up­ 
on it for their supply of lime, there 
is no limit to the growth of this in­ 
dustry here, especially with several 
thousand miles of river bluffs, not 
considering the lime making deposits 
of the vast Ozark region, to draw 
upon for cheap raw material, and an 
ample supply of coal in the northern 
half of the state and the abundance 
of cordwood in rural sections all over 
the state, to furnish cheap fuel. 
Iii 1913 Missouri manufactured as 
much lime as Colorado, Idaho, Iowa, 
Kansas, Kentucky, New Mexico, Okla­ 
homa, Oregon, 
South 
Dakota 
and 
Texas did combined. 
These states, 
not producing enough for their own 
use, annually draw on Missouri for its 
surplus, and their demand for Mis­ 
souri lime is increasing year after 
year. 
In 1913 Missouri lime had an aver­ 
age home worth of $4.54 a ton, as 
compared with $4.85 
for 
1912.

GRAVEL TO SURFACE ROADS] 
DE HURRY-UP LUNCHEON 


With Good Material and a Little Atten­ 
tion H igh w a ys Should Last 
for Several Years.

There bas been much agitation dur­ 
ing the past year concerning the sur­ 
facing of our principal roads and as 
in many parts of the state we find de­ 
posits of gravel it seems that this is 
the material which may be economical­ 
ly used, A few words concerning the 
construction of these roads may not 
be out of place. 
First of all the construction should 
be such that the gravel is confined and 
held in position on the road. 
This is 
accomplished by so grading the earth 
foundation that shoulders are formed 
at tho sides. 
The earth forming the 
shoulders should be well compact and 
solid, otherwise they will fail in the 
function required of them. Loose earth 
thrown up from the ditch at the sides 
of the road will not answer the pur­ 
pose unless moistened and rolled with 
a seven or ten-ton roller. 
The whole surface of the earth foun­ 
dation should be graded to the required 
form and compact with the roller and 
the gravel then spread in a layer about 
four inches thick, in the center and ; 
two and cne-half inches at the side 
Enough sand or loam is then added to 
make the gravel “bind” well, this is 
mixed with the gravel with a harrow 
and the' layer is then sprinkled and 
rolled until solid. 
Another layer of 
gravel I*: then spread over the first and 
treated in the same way.

The methods employed in raising 
turkeys differ in no great degree from 
those in use in raising chickens. The 
most attention must be paid to consti­ 
tutional vigor of the breeding stock, 
care of the eggs and to the care of the 
very young poults. 
While general 
principles are much the same, there 
are some Important variations that 
must be noted. The birds must have 
more range. 
If given absolute free­ 
dom they manage to pick their own 
living with but little expense to their 
owners, but if closely confined they 
require an enormous amount of feed, 
and do not get sufficient exercise for 
proper and quick development. 
Dur­ 
ing the breeding season the mature 
birds must not have absolute freedom 
since better results are obtained when 
they are under better control. 
Most breeders recommend placing 
the first eggs under hens, making the 
turkeys lay more 
before 
allowing 
them to set. 
A common hen can 
cover well only about nine turkey 
eggs, while a turkey hen may be 
given as many as 15. 
Other breed­ 
ers recommend that .ill turkey eggs 
be hatched under common hens, but 
that the young poults be given to tur­ 
key hens to raise, for the common 
hens do not range enough to give the 
young birds the exercise they need, 
and they generally overfeed them. 
Turkey hens may be given fifteen to 
twenty-five young birds to raise.

let them get wet during "fhe first few 
weeks, to keep the lice from them to 
allow' them to get plenty of exercise, 
green feed. bugs, etc., and never to 
overfeed them. To keep them fre*1 of 
lice, dust thorn with insect powders 
once weekly until six weeks old, after 
which they will be able to use dust 
baths to advantage. It is recommend­ 
ed also to grease the mature hens on 
the breasts and under the wings with 
bacon grease, kerosene and lard, or 
other Bop ointment. 
Artificial incubation is much the 
same as for chicken eggs, 28 days, 
however, being required. 
Moisture 
must he supplied during the entire 
period. After 36 to 48 hours the young 
turkeys may he fed corn bread, wheat 
bread soaked in milk and 
pressed 
nearly 
dry, 
cottage 
cheese, 
hard­ 
boiled eggs, etc., with plenty of ten­ 
der green feed, a little pepper and 
some grit. 
They should be fed four 
or five times daily for a few days, 
then the number of feeds may be re­ 
duced to three, and 
if they have 
plenty of range two feeds will be 
sufficient. 
Feed in limited amounts, 
never giving all they want. Gradually 
introduce chick feed, finely cracked 
grains, and small grains into the ra­ 
tion as the poults develop and when 
five or six months old corn can be 
fed.

Apples should be picked with the 
stem intact and handled carefully to 
avoid bruising. 
Bruised apples do 
not keep well. 
It is customary to make two grades 
of apples for barreling. 
No. I or Association brand should 
be of the following standard: Apples 
well formed, sound and smooth, free 
from all disease, insect injury and 
bruises of all kinds. 
Jonathan, Gano, 
Missouri Pippin and Winesap must be 
at least two-thirds covered with good 
color; Ben Davis, 40 per cent color; 
York must have a good blush at least. 
Size—Jonathan, Gano. York and Ben 
Davis, two and one-half inches diame­ 
ter; 
Missouri Pippin. Winesap and 
Grimes, two and one-fourth inches. 
No. 2 or Commercial brand consists 
of 
apples 
all 
sound and with un­ 
broken skin; may show slight limb 
rub, spray burn or be slightly oft 
shape; Jonathan, Gano, Missouri Pip­ 
pin and Winesap must be one-fourth 
red; Ben Davis must be one-fifth col­ 
ored or streaked; York may show 
only a trace of blush. 
Size—Not less 
than two and one-fourth inches for 
all varieties. 
Slight traces of scab 
and insect injury in blossom end ad- 
1 missible if fruit is otherwise good. 
Each 
barrel 
should be faced by 
placing a layer of uniform apples, 
typical of those to be used in filling 
the barrel, stems toward the top, in 
the bottom of the barrel. 
This layer 
should fit close, but not too tight. The 
barrel should then be filled to within 
about one inch of the chime. 
The 
filling should then be 
finished 
by 
placing a layer of apples so they will 
extend about ne > inch 
above 
the 
staves. 
The head should then be put 
in place, pressed down so it will fit 
the chime, hoops tightened and the 
head nailed. 
In filling the barrel it 
should be rocked and shaken from 
time to time so the fruit will not work 
loose after barreling. 
Apples should be handled in the 
shade so far as possible before and 
after barreling and shipped or gotten 
into storage promptly to keep cool.

Soil May Be Taken From Field to 
Depth of Four to Six Inches-—

Alfalfa fields 
may be inoculated 
with soil taken to a depth of from 
four to six inches from an alfalfa or 
sweet clover field where the plants 
are known to be inoculated, at the 
rate of about two hundred pounds per 
acre. It is well to avoid exposing the 
soil to the sunlight for any consider­ 
able length of time. Part of this soil 
may be sifted and from ten to twenty 
Pounds mixed thoroughly with the 
seed for each acre. 
The seek should be slightly mois­ 
tened before mixing and the mixture 
shoveled over frequently until dry 
enough to sow. The fine soil particles 
and the bacteria cling to the seeds 
and are ready to begin work as soon

Plants start growth.

maining soil may he scattered broad­ 
cast at seeding time and harrowed in 
Immediately.
